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HOPE TO EXTEND CANADIAN 


Winnipeg:— Mr Bennett's ann- 
ouncment, when the vote for Can 
adian Legation was being consider: 
ed on July 30th, that Canada's 
trade facilities in the Orfent were 
to be considerably extended was 
received with keenest interest ip 
Western Canada, However we may 
differ on questions of policy, all 
parties in the west are in hearty 
agreement on the value of new mar 
kets for our products, and on the 
wisdom of extending our influence 
in markets which are capable ol 
further development, On both these 
counts, the Orient is of special in- 
terest to western Canada, as the 
Orient is not only a market capab- 
le of wide expansions in our favor, 
but also posseses the character 0 
a new market owing to the rapic 
population increase in process in 
the Oriental countries. 

Canada’s contact with Asia is 
made in Japan through the Leg 
ntion presided over by the Hon H. 
Marler, who is visiting Canada to 
day, and some extremely interest 
Ing considerations regarding Jap- 
anese population was recently giv 
en by the Tokio correspondent o! 
the London Times. ‘The rate at 
which Japan's population is grow 
ing is perhaps not generally apprec 
jated, especially in contrast wii! 
the population figures of the West 
ern countries, For a nation like 
ourselves’ who aro vitaly concern 
ed to build up a prosperous over 
seas trade, the growth of the Jap- 
anese people is of the greatest pos: 
sible interest. 

The predication made some years 
ago that Japanese population in- 
crease would presently slow down 
has not been realized. The flood of 
babies which keeps on coming 1» 
said to be the most significant 
fact in the life of modern Japan 
“They come at the rate of nearly 
four a minute, and every month 
adds to the population the equiv- 
alent of a city of 43,000 inhabitants 
At the present rate of increase i 
is estimated that Japan's presen 
population of 64, 450,000 will have 
become 100,000,000 by 1960. This is 
in startling contrast to the popula 
ion tendency of Great Britain, Ger 
many and the United States, where 
the birth rate has been steadly de 
clining, Making due allowance for 
the uncertainties of the future, the 
Times correspondent considers 
that in thirty years, with the Jap 
anese birth rate rising, and the Bur 
opean falling, “the world 1960 may 
be one in which the three single 
modern nations strongest in mat 
power are the United States, Russ 
ja and Japan.” Whatever the are- 
tracy of this forecast may be, the 
facts it is based on indicate unmis 
talkably the importance of Japan 
as a trade and commercial consider 
ation for the Canadian people. 

-articularly as according to the 
Times writer the Japanese are hot 
an emigrating race, Japan is being 
industrialized, and the increasing 
units of population do not move oul 
of the country, Every Japanese ba 
by found a plice and opportunity 
waiting for him as soon as he was 
old enough to work, an often before 
At the height ofemigration into Cal 
fornia an the Pacific States of the 
Unite States, the number of Jap- 
anese emigrants never exceded 14, 
000 a year, a negligible figure com- 
pared to their annual incr 
They have not moved into Manch 
uria—which has been open to them 
for twenty years in any great num: 
bers. They have not yet filled up 


thefr northern province of Hokka- | 


ido, “which has rich land and bet 
ter climate then many parts of the 
middle west.’ The Japanese up till 
now have been able to make a 
more comfortable living by emigrat 
Ing to the factories in their own 
cities then to the unknown soil of 
Hokkaido or the frosty plains of 
Manchuria, 

The increase of population is en- 
couraged by the government which 
has forbidden operation of birth 
control rlinics and does not re 
gard Japan as being over populat- 
ed. The home minister is quoted as 
asserting that when “Hokkaido 
and Kyushu are developed it will 
be time enough to talk of over pop- 
ulation,” what is hoped is that in- 
dustry will continue to absorb the 
increasing population, and that the 
industrial output will increasingly 
find it's way into the vast markets 
of China and Asia, “whose millions 
of brown and yellow laborers want 
the cheapest goods Japan is able to 
supply. 

There is here suggested commer- 
cial opportunities of the greatest 
possible importance If Japan is in- 
dustrializing herself she will come 
more copiously into the market as 
a buyer of food staples and raw 
material, And if she is increasing 
her population she will have to

feed it. The Orient is the next 
great field for Canadian trade ex- 
pansion it has been pretty thor 
oughly prospected by Mr Marler, 
who comes to Canada with inten.

Despondent over 
and with out means to” Bee 
through the coming winter 
Perry, living about seven 
north west of Chinook, took his 
life by Strychnine poisoning, lea- 
ving a short note written on an 
envelope worded, “Sick. No crop, 
no friends, no money.

The unfortunate man, an old- 
timer in the district, who had been 
on his homestead since 1911, was 
last seen alive on Friday alter 
noon, when he was at the Callag 
han place close by, and borrowed 
binder canvasses which he was to 
have returned on Sunday. At that 
time he seemed in his usual health

and manner and left no suspicici 
that he was about to commit the 
rash deed, 

His body was discovered on 
Monday by Neil Callaghan about 
5.30 p.m. when he went to the 


man’s shack to get the canvasses 
which had not been returned. — He 
was found lying on his bed in a 
terrible condition, and after taking 
one look Callaghan fled to notify 
the police, Constable Rogan going 
out that evening to investigate. 
Together with Dr Esler, Cereal 
coroner, a further investigation 
was made the following morning 
a bottle containing strychnine be 
ing found in a cannister, while a 
cup which had evidently been used 
to mix the poison in was found on 
a table beside the bed. From the 
condition of the body it appeared 
that death must have occurred on 
the Friday after returning from the 
Callaghan farm, and he had evid 
ently died in some anguish, the 
face being distorted and blood 
flowing from the mouth as @ re: 
sult of a hemmorrhage. Only a 
little flour was found in the shack, 
although he had six horses and a

The Ninth Fortnightly Crop Re- 
port Issued by The Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, © dmon- 
ton, August 22nd, 1931 says wheat 
rutting 1s in progress at many 
points throughout the Province 
and will be general by the middle 
of next week according to telegra- 


phic reports. South and southeast | and Saturday Aug 28, and 


of Calgary and in the Peace River 
district, crops are more advanced 
and more cutting has been done 
than in the north central and nor- 
ther areas. The warm weather of 
the past ten days has been ideal 
for hastening maturity, but a con 
tinuation of this weather is neces: 
tary, particularly where wind dam- 
age and dry conditions of the past 
spring caused late germination. 

Hail damage has been reported 
at a number of points during the 
past fortnight and damage from 
this cause is considerable, Frost 
has occurred in the Peace River 
district only, The extent of damage 
is not fully known but it is not 
likely to be serious. Losses as a 
result of rust and other plant dis 
eases are very light. 

Conditions remain unchanged 
in the east central and south eas- 
tern area. Shortage of pasture and 
water for stock constitutes a ser- 
ious problem in some districts. 
Fortunately feed is very abundant 
over the greater part of the Prov 
ince and there will be an adequate 
supply. Much of the partially hail 
ed crop is being cut for feed, Hay- 
ing has been carried on under fa- 
vorable conditions in the irrigated 
districts, and the second cutting of 
alfalfa is now im the stack, In 
those areas where rain has been 2 
frequent occurrence progress has 
been slow and much of the hay 
has deteriorated in quality. Sugar 
beet yields will be lower than 
those of last year, but may be 
staid to be fairly satisfactory,
